There have been times of late when it has seemed to us that a good many 
editorial offices in this country must have been handed over to the manage- 
ment of nervous old ladies of just this type. With a certain class of people, 
Monday’s stringency is always Wednesday’s panic; and somehow these 
people always have the shrillest voices. If this country is not to-day 
plunged in depths of irretrievable financial disaster, it is only because the 
alarmist leader writers have shrieked so loudly that the volume of their 
united noise has made their utterances unintelligible. If the tenth part of 
their talk had any foundation beyond silly panic fear, or the desire to create 
a sensation, we should all be walking bare-foot by this time and eating un- 
leavened bread to save yeast-cakes. As a matter of fact, our business con- 
ditions have been pretty much the same as those of the rest of the world. 
Everywhere in Europe, as with us, the year 1893 has been a trying one; 
and the year 1894 has begun with a dull, depressed market, greatly want- 
ing in confidence and enterprise. 
But, Gentlemen of the World of Business, what do you expect? You 
had your last genuine blood-letting in 1873; and, since then, except for a 
few brief periods when you were a little worried about your digestion, you 
have gone on and on, piling up the material for a plethora — and now you 
wonder that you have n’t any appetite! Like the short-sighted children 
of this slow-learning world that you are, you keep on year after year chok- 
ing up the whole system of your commerce, and paralyzing the whole sys- 
tem of your finance by trying to cram a thousand dollars’ worth of goods 
into a hundred-dollar-size market. It never can be done — that is, in the 
long run it can not be done. It is easy enough to make that sort of deal- 
ing succeed for a time. There are many ways in which it is easy to dis-

count the future. You can pour material into the market so plentifully as 
to tempt people to speculate beyond their certain means; but the time 
must come when you load even the most speculative beyond their courage, 
and then the trouble must come; and, when it comes, it comes all round. 
If your buyer has not the money to pay you, you must suffer, though you 
take all that he has. 

We may say with gratitude and relief that we have practically got 
through our tight times without reaching that fatal point. No better 


‘testimony could be offered to the tremendous resources of this country; to 


the stability of her business system, or to the thrift and steadiness of her 
people, than the fact that after a whole year of panic-shouting we have 
emerged from hard times into a reasonably better state of things without 
really having touched the panic line. We have had “hard times,” it is 
true; but hard times, compared with panic times, are as a cold in the 
head to a case of consumption. The smaller evil may well be borne, so 
long as it does not bring about the greater. And when hard times come 
as a result of over-confidence and over-production, and are met in such 
a spirit that, so far from scaring the people into the abandonment and 
desperation of panic terror, they school the nation back to old habits and 
ways of prudence and frugality, we may be thankful to ‘hard times” for 
doing to the community at large something like the good that a period of 
low diet does to an over-fed man. 

The man who economizes stays at home more than he did in flush 
times. That ought to give him a good opportunity to think; and to think 
with his brain and not with his mouth. Too many people think with their 
mouths, but they only do it when there are other people around who can’t 
help listening to them. Now, a man can go out on the street, and meet 
other men, and talk politics all day — and real loud, too — and not think 
one thought with his brain. Of the thought thus evolved between the 
larynx and the front teeth it may safely be said that while it is always 
copious in quantity it is generally below par in respect to quality. There- 
fore it is to be hoped that the men who have had to stay at home a good 
deal during the past year, having been estopped by their wives — as we 
hope and trust they were — from talking politics in the household, have 
found time to do a little genuine mental thinking. If so, they have 
probably convinced themselves that high prices do not always breed good 
times, and that ten lively dimes do more good to business than one slug- 
gish dollar. Kindred reasoning may also have shown them that the man 
who earns ten dollars a week and saves one of the ten is really more pros- 
perous than the man who earns twenty dollars and spends nineteen dollars 
and ninety-nine cents of it for the necessaries of life, And if any man 
has got that far in political economy and common-sense, it should not be 
difficult for him to go a little farther and recognize the fact that the passage 
of the Wilson Bill will give every dollar that he spends a vastly increased 
purchasing power, and will start into active circulation among the people 
hundreds of commodities hitherto restricted as to their use by reason of 
costliness; and he will then have learned a lesson that will not be any the 
less valuable to him for its having been taught by the object method.
